Quail Shooting Opens 
Monday; 10-Bird Limit 


Although the pheasant hunting sea- 
son opens Monday morning in some 
sections of the state, county officials 
Saturday pointed out that there is no 
pheasant season in E] Dorado County 
this year. 

The birds are being propagated in 
the county through the efforts of the 
Mt. Ralston Fish Planting Club and 
the El Dorado County Rod and Gun 
Club in co-operation with the county 
government and leading sportsmen, 
who look forward to some future date 
when El Dorado County may share in 
the pheasant season. 

In those districts where an open sea- 
son is declared, shooting will be legal 
from November 15 until November 20. 

Quail season opens in the county 
Monday morning and continues until 
December 31. The law has been chang- 
ed in the past year and the daily limit 
is ten birds this year, no matter whe- 
ther they are mountain or valley quail; 
—ten birds is the limit. 

Hunters may legally take a total of 
20 birds a week.

FlRoT SUICIDE 


Man Serving Term For Murder 
At Sea Ends Life By 


Slashing His Throat 


SAN FRANCISCO, (lW) Edward 
Wutje, 36, of San Diego, serving 27 
years for murder on the high seas, 
committed suicide on Alcatraz prison 
early today by tieing a blade from a 
pencil sharpener to the handle of a 
safety razor and cutting both sides 
of his juglar vein. 


Warden James A. Johnston said it 
was the first case of suicide since the 
island prison was opened as a federal 
penitentiary in August, 1934. 

Guards discovered Wutje about 3 
o’clock this morning. He was alone in 
his cell, bleeding from gashes in his 
neck. He was taken to the prison hos- 
pital but was dead on arrival. 

“We make every effort to stop such 
instances,” the warden said. “Con- 
sidering the fact that this is the first 
time a man has been able to take his 
life we feel we have established a good 
record.” 


The warden said Wutje obtained the 
pencil sharpener blade unknown to 
any guards or prison officials and tied 
it to the handle of one of the razors al- 
lowed to each convict. 


Blades are rationed out to each con- 
vict but are picked up again and are 
counted after the men have shaved to 
prevent them from using the blades 
for any other purpose. 


Wutje came to the island in the first 
batch of federal prisoners which ar- 
rived from McNeil Island penitentiary 
when the prison opened. He had been 
convicted of murder aboard the pas- 
senger ship Yale which formerly plied 
between west coast ports.
